in years. 


In the east, disastrous electrical 
storms that caused many deaths 
brought a drop of 20 degrees In 
temperature at some points but the

West the highest temperatures for 
June in years was experienced.

Ancient Hebrew Classic Still Voice* Mood Of Myri- 


ads — Themes That Set Souls To Singing 


—A Modern Contrast

Throwing down, with a gesture 


of impatience, a recent issue of 
onn of the famous magazines, a 
ninn said, in my hearing, "I'm 
through with this 'problem' stuff! 
These writers seem to be chewing 
at their own souls;'but they are 
only 'chewing the rag.' They get 
nowhere and -point nowhere. Here 
this editor makes a great splurge 
nbout his articles on religion; but 
they arc nothing 
but 
highbrow 


speculation, with no gleam or glow 
of reality and experience In them. 
So I'm through. For my part, I am 
going back to the old books, which 
were written by men who knew 
something 
and 
believed 
some- 
thing." 


That protest will find an echo in 


mi>.ny minds. Most of the 
stuff 


that is being printed,—to the ef- 
fect, "What's the matter with the 
church? What's the matter with 
the younger generation? What's 
the matter with women? What's 
the matter 
with 
the 
country? 
What's the matter with the world? 
is juiceless and dusty old straw. 
There is no nutriment in it. The 
public have grown tired of these 
sterile negations. We 
have had 


enough of doubts, criticisms, theor- 
ies; we want clear affirmation and 
reality, the sort of faith that be- 
gets sturdy living. To follow mod- 
ern literature one would Infer that 
God belongs only In the question 
department, next to the crossword 
puzzles. 
Noah Webster At Amherst 


So we turn with relief to the 
great and deathless writings of the 
poets and philosophers and preach- 
ers and novelists of the past. They 
had 
a 
first-hand knowledge of 


God. Their wisdom was all related 
to this changeless central reality. 
On the campus of Amherst Col- 
lege stands a remarkable statue 
of Noah Webster, the lexicograph- 
er; and the inscription upon It has 
nothing to do with philology; for It 
is a quotation from St. Paul—"I 
know whom I have believed." Ah, 
that's It; we listen to the men and 
women who know whom they have 
believed, and not to those who are 
merely speculating about what they 
think. 
Because they sound this note of 
personal experience and of clear- 
out affirmation, the poems of the 
ancient Hebrews are today more 
widely read than all the output 
of modern verse. The aspirations 
and needs of the man of today are 
more fully expressed and met by 
the ageless Psalms than by any 
recent writings. When the soul Is 
stirred by any mood It finds its 
clearest expression In these poems 
which have survived twenty-five 
centuries.

The Ignored Millions 


As a simple matter of fact, let

The svn- 
thesls of diamonds and emeralds 
at marketable sizes Is still too ex- 
pensive to permit competition with 
the genuine products. 


Instead of the exnected monu- 


mental structure, harboring a com- 
plexity of intricate technical de- 
vices, the 
visitor Is surprised to 


find that the creative plant for 
these svnthetlc stones Is a simple, 
squat shed In which he Is greeted 
by the Incessant clicking of num- 
erous 
diminutive hammers In a 


hundred or more 
small 
baking 


ovens mounted on long tables run- 
ning the length of the building. 


In these ovens small pinches of 


aluminium oxide are rapidly crys- 
tallized In the enormous heat of a 
flame generated t>y oxyhydrogen 
gas. Additional pinches of the ox- 
ide are expelled Into the flame 
through a small opening in a res- 
ervoir in the top of the oven, by 
the Intermittent tapping of a little 
hammer 
until 
the 
crystal 
has 


grown to a fairly large and pear- 
shaped stone. 
As aluminium oxide, 
however, 


would produce a colorless stone, 
other metallic oxides are added to 
obtain the various shades of red, 
blue, yellow, brown 
or 
orange. 


This coloring process, however, is 
kept a secret as Is also the system 
for regulating the flame necessary 
to turn out the stones in the short- 
est time. 
On an average a 300 
carat stone Is produced In from six 
to right hours. 


The cost is approximately one 


fourth of that of tne genuine stone. 
The final market price Is of course, 
governed by the elaborateness of 
Its cutting. 


One of the strangest features of 


this plant turning out such a large 
supply of the world's ornamental 
and Industrial products, Is the non- 
evidence of human labor. Two or 
three workmen and the chemical 
engineer on duty are found suffi- 
cient to supervise and regulate the 
severs! hundred ovens In which the 
crystallizing process seems to go 
on automatically. 


The same scarcity of workmen 


was noticeable at the dye trust's 
vast brown coal pit "Theodore" at 
Bltterfleld. 
There all labor has 


been mechanized to such a degree 
that 300 workmen suffice for the 
Dlt's annual 
output of 1.954,000'.

session in an office building in the 
business section of the city but its 
deliberations were behind closed 
doors and nothing was forthcoming 
as to what was going on.

cent developments in the money 
market indicate that 
the credit 


situation is a little easier for the 
time being, according to Bervard 
Nichols, editor of the Texas Busi- 
ness Review, issued monthly by 
the Bureau of Business Research 
at the University of Texas. 


"However, credit conditions are 


far from favorable 
and the out- 


come through July and again dur- 
ing the active months is rather un- 
certain," Mr. Nichols said. "That 
the credit situation is still unfavr 
orable is emphasized by the June 
15 government short term financ- 
ing. These short term notes carry 
a 5 1-8 per cent rate, the highest 
rate the treasury department has 
been forceu to pay since the de- 
pression period of 1921. This com- 
pares with a rate of 4 3-4 per cent 
for the last government financing.
